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Sir: 

It is proposed to amend the first full paragraph on page 7 as follows: 

The link retaining mechanism 200 pivotably retains the first and second arm links 811 
and 812 respectively at the first end portions of the first and second arm links 811 and 812 and 
keeps parallel two lin e s of the a first line and a second line, the first line being a line passing 
through the first and second end portions of the first arm link 811 and the second line being a 
symmetrical line with respect to the center line 201 with the line passing through the first and 
second end portions of the second arm link 812. In fact the first and second arm links 811 and 
812 are in symmetrical relationship with each other with respect to the center line 201. The 
above-described parallel relationship is illustrated in Figures 2a and 2b. Figure 2a illustrates the 
specific relationship shown in Figure 2 wherein the first line LI passing through the first and 
second end portions of the link 811 is maintained colinear with the line L2, which is symmetrical 
with respect to the center line 201 with the line passing through the first and second portions of 
the second arm link 812. Figure 2b illustrates the parallel relationship wherein the first line LI 
passing through the first and second end portions of the link 811 is maintained parallel but not 
colinear, with the second line L2 which is symmetrical with respect to the center line 201 with 
the line passing through the first and second portions of the second arm link 812. 
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
